... WITH characteristic fatuity, the 
German, government has persevered. in 
a policy of economic hoeus-pocus, until 
a. storm has burst, the: end of whhich. 
no man can see, or even forecast, The 
first step was the virtual repudiation 
ofall internal debts by making them 
payable in worthless paper. This, the 
creditor stood for, although it virtually 
ruined the creditors outside of a few 
magnates, and plunged into povery all 
‘those of fixed income. Having rid itself 
of bills payble to the German people, 
the government maneuvered to effect 
a repudiation of external obligations. 
‘Better able to pay than any other 
continental power, Germany emitted 
bales of irredeemable paper and by its 
propaganda convinced a good many 
persons that the ability to acquit their 
obligations was represented by the pur- 
chasing power of fiat money, rather 
than by the producing power of her 
debtors. 

Incidentally the government picked 
up a billion and a half dollars in gold, 
or its equivalent, by] sending her very 
worthless paper abroad where it was 
purchased by credulous speculators. 

Of course, a time was bound _ to 
cone when a point of saturation would 
be reached. That time is at hand.’ The 
German common people realize that 
they have been exploited by the Stin- 
nesses and the Krupps, and other so- 
called “captains of industry” who have 

_ operated at home with paper of negli- 
gible value and who have obtained. for 
it specie, or its equivalent for their 
products at the frontier. This specie 


. has been deposited for the large part, 


abroad, If the German people should: 
go berserk, in desperation, the exploit- 
ers will only have to cross the border 
and enjoy’ 'their gains abroad. 

Germany might have saved the 
Situation any time within two years 
by simple acts of good faith toward 
France and other of her creditors and 

, by a curtailment of the paper issues. 
. But, inflation was-a part of their deft- 
nite policy. No German .was honest 
enough to check it; no German official 
in high authority was wise enough 


‘Dto forestall its tragic climax.
